LATER DETAILS. — ; 

As we stated in our Shipping Extra on the | 
27th ulf., the following information had been 
telegraphed to the local office of the P. &0. 8. N. 
Company : — 

Foochow, Friday evening. 

“ Haeshin proceeded Sohraon this morning. 
French cruiser goes this afternoon with Armit 
ae Officer Sobraon) aboard. Mails in good 
order.” * 

’ The following is a summary received by 
telegraph from Shanghai of passengers and 
cargo on board the Sobraon :— ; 

Passengers—I7 Adults and 5 c (first 
saloon), 40 Adults pad 13 children (second 


saloon). 
Jargo—Treasure $2,000 only, 818 bales fine | 
silk, 51 bales waste silk, 250 tons strawbraid, 
150 tons hides, 150 tons sundries. 
- On Saturday affernoon Mr. Ritchie requested 
the Telegraph Company to wire to Foochow to 
’ ascertain the state of the weather, and a reply 
came back to the effect that it was still calm. 
This news was reassuring, as, from the gusty 
wind and squally appearance of the sky here on ' 
Saturday morning, it was feared that a change 
might have set in, and that, too, from a quarter 
most inimical to the Sobraon. 
The P. & O. Company on Sunday afternoon 
received two telegrams from Foochow to ths 
effect that 17 passengers and 89 mail bags had 
been landed at Foochow from a junk. This is' 
presumably the junk that was reported from | 
8 Peak. Passengers and baggage, pro- | 
bably those landed on the island of Tung | 
Yung, were also brought in by the steamer 
Irene. “4 

The P. & O. Company intend paying the 
fares. of passengers by the stranded steamer 
from Foochow to this port. 


The Foochow agents of the P. & 0. 8. N. 
Company have arranged for the remainder of 

* the stranded liner’s passengers to come down to 
Hongkong either by the gb saa leaving 
on Monday, or by the Anping Maru, leaving to- 


day.-

CANTONESE GRATITUDE FOR LAST YEAR'S 
ASSISTANCE. 

An interesting ceremony, and one cal- 
culated to promote Anglo-Chinese good- 
feeling in South China, took place at Go- 
vernment Houses on Monday forenoon, when a 
deputation of Cantonese medical students of 


the Governor to present an address expressing 
their gratitude to H.E. for the assistance 
rendered last year to the Cantonese at Tientsin. 
It will be remembered that HE. guaranteed 
the cost of the passages south of Cantonese 
desirous of leaving Tientsin (where they were 
at least in as much danger from the Boxers as 
were the European residents), while the money 
was raised by subscription among the leading 
Chinese merchants here. The deputation on 
Monday was introduced by Mr. T's’oi Yeuk-Shan, 
and after they had been received by His Ex- 
cellency presented the following address :—

MUBDER AND BOBBEBY AT A LEADING 

COMPRADORE’S HOUSE. 

A daring armed robbery and murder took 
place in the private residenca of the compra- 
ore of Messrs. Carlowitz & Co., in Po Wa 
Fong Street, Canton, on the 23rd inst. About 
8 p.m. on that evening a gang of seven thieves 
armed with revolvers aod knives broke into the 
house, drove the inmates, wives and concubines 
into one corner, and began to ransack the 

remises. The fourth son, Ng An Sang, who 
fecneasd to be there, had a severe straggle 
with one of the thieves. The latter pulled 
out a revolver: from underneath his jacket 
and shot him right through the heart. The 
robbers then took away whatever they could 
lay their hands upon, and made good their 
escape, no one daring to stop them. To-day I 
hear that two thieves have been arrested by the 
police of the Western Suburb. The compra- 
tore is reputed to be one of the rich men in 
Canton, for which reason tho thieves singled 
him out for robbery.

‘The report of Mr. A. J. May, Acting Head- 
master of Queen’s College, is published in the 
Gazette. We make the fdllowing extracts :-— 
‘The total number on roll was 1,440, being 
nearly ‘100 more than last year; and this num-_ 
ber could have been exceeded had the roll been 
large cnough'to have admitted of more entrios 
being made, and the class-rooms of a more ex- 
pansive nature. -This shews that'an entrance 
into this ‘Institution is eagerly sought after, in 
spite of the fees being, in the higher part of 
the scheol, $36 per annum, in addition to 
which each boy has to provide himself with all 
. books used in the school, which in’ some 
t classes means an extra expenditure of abont 
} $lU0 on the part of each scholar iu‘ the up- 
per classes. The average daily attendance was 
990, as against 887 Jast year. The highest 
{ . monthly attendance was reached ia April, when 
' = there were 1,126 pupils in attendance. The 
highest average daily attendence was also. io 
April, viz., 1-49. he largest number of boys 
present on one day was 1,79, on 24th July. 
The revenue from fees was $29.037, being an 
increase of $1,792 on last year. The gross ex- 
penditure has been increased owing to the in- 
crease of salaries granted under C.).D. 280 of 
1899, and also by an increase of compensation 
on the same, and the adjustment of exchange 
in England; yet owing to the great increase in 
the average daily attendance the expense of 
each scholar has been decreased by $1.28. 
The results of the Oxford Local Examinations 
are as follow :—Of the 8 juniors 5 passed, one 
of whom was a Chinese, Of the 9 Preliminary . 
Candidates only 2 passed, one of these being a 
Chinese. 
During the year under review, great strides 
have been wanda in recreation and sports. A 
greater’ interest has been taken in sports 
- generally by the Chinese, who have now got 
both football and cricket clubs of their own, 
and -2 or 3 Chinese boys are included in the 
College lst Cricket Eleven. 

Mr. Tanner is to be thanked for encouraging 
sea-bathing among the boys, end for starting 
a Club open to all who were willing to pay 
the fee, of which many availed thomselves. 
The outcome of this was Aquatic Sports 
promoted by Mr. Ralphs, and held for the first 
time in the history of this school, and here 
again some of the Chinese shewed great 
proficiency. 

_ In response to a general wish ra pri by 
the non-Chinese students, Mr. Ralphs (having 
first consulted Fir John Carrington, Colonel of 
the Hongkong Volunteers, on tke matter) 
uridértook to raise a Cadet corps which, with 
some of the former students, numbered close 
upon 5°, Drills-were carried on, and in No- 
vember the corps was inspected by Sir John 
Carringten, who spoke very favourably of the 

' appearance and drill of the boys and stated that 

: a scheme would be presented to the Government 
for sanction to attach the corps to the Volun- 
teers. The decision is still awaited.

“HONGKONG POST OFFICE. 


Seca ae ———-o— ee oe 
‘The report’ 6f Mr, E, ‘Cotnowall ‘Lewis, 
Acting Postmaster General, for the year 1990. 
is published in the Gazette. We make the 


following extracts :— 


Departmental ‘Changes. — The Postmaster 
General ébtained twelve months’ leave of ab- 


sence and left for England on the 6th March. 
The Assistant. Postmaster General was ap- 
pointed to act during his absence, and the 
duties of the Assistant Postmaster General 
were divided between the Accountant and the 
Superintendent of the money order office. 

On the Ist January, the six Armenian Clerks, 
referred to in last year's Report as having been 
engaged, ontered upon their duties. I regret 
to say, however, that after two or threa months’ 
experience of Post Office work, to which they 
were quite new, they all, more or less became 
dissatisfied, not only with the hard work and 
long hours, but also with the salaries which 
they received, and which they considered wore 
inadequato, owing tothe fact that they were 
strangers to Hongkong. By the end of the 
year four had severed’ their couuection with 
the Offics. Includiag the above six Clerks, 
23 new appointments were made during the 
year, and !2 Clerks resigned. With the excep- 
tion of three—one with 11 years’ service and 
two with thrae years*—none of those who re- 
signed had completed even a year's service. 

In the month of May, Mr. F. J. Machado, 
the Postmaster at Shanghui for the long period 
of 23 years, retired on a pension, which he fully 
deserved after his lengthened and faithful ser- 
vice of 43 years in the Department. He was 
succeeded by Mr. W. J. Solly, the Senior Clerk 
of the General Pust Office, Hongkong, who in 
his turn was succeeded by Mr. G. G. Burnett, 
transferred from the Sanitary Board. The.e 
Were numerous changes at Shanghai owing to 
resignations, and with the advent of a new 
Postmaster, the long needed additional assist- 
ance was pressed for, and I am pleased to say 
that three extra men were granted by the 
Government.

LOCAL EXAMINATION HUMOUR.

From the report on the Upper School at 
Queen's College by Messrs. C. Clementi and 
8. B. C. Ross we take the following examples 
of unconscious humour as exhibited by some of 
the pupils at the recont examination: — ~- 
Three forms effered “ Géneral Intelligence” 
as a subject for examination; but, say the ex- 
aminers, the intelligence displayed-was not gen- 
eral.

The sales of stamps at 
the British Post Office at Shanghai and at the 
several British Postal Agencies, amounting 
together to the sum of $76,220.55. 

Parcel Post.—The Parcel Post ‘ransactions, 
again this year show an increase on that of the 
previous year. The total number of pareels 
handled in 1900 being 54,396: (of which 6,315 
were insured) against 49,354 (of which 6,217 were 
insured), : 

Revenue and Expenditure.—The total revenue 
received in 1900 was $335,603.38, exceeding 
that of 1899 by $7,693.97, and the total ex- 
penditara was $235,263.08, less by $2,639 68 
than that of 1899. The net balance to credit 
of the Hongkong Post Office on the year's 
transactions amounted to the large sum of 
‘$90,340.25.

DEATH OF MR. P. G. VON 
; .MOLLENDORFF. 
on™! —~>o—_——, 
Death claimed one of the most prominent 
‘foreign residents in China on the 20th ult., when 
» +7 +Mr. P. G@. von Mollendorff died suddenly at 
- Ningpo. Mr. von Mollendorff's friends had 
; known for seme considerable time that he was 
' suffering from heart disea e, but the end was not 
looked for with so little warning as that with 
which it ultimately arrived. and the sad news 
will be received with a pang of surprise and re- 
gret, not only throughout the Far Hast, wher- 
ever a foreign community exists, however small, 
but also in Europe, in many of whose capitals the 
story of the deceased's romantic Oxiental career 
was familiar, and his profound erudition and 
sipgle-mi:.ded, aprigh Cbhavactar: were honour- 
ed and appreciated. Mr. von Mollendorff's con- 
_ nection with the Far East began nearly thirty 
years dgo, when he and his brother, Mr. O. ven 
Mollendorff, joined the German diplomatic ser- 
vice, and received appointments as Student In- 
terpreters in the German Legation, Peking. 
; Some years later we find the deceased a 
- . member of the Indoor Staff of the Chi- 
nese Imperial Maritime Customs, and in 
the early eighties he was playing a dis- 
tinguished part on the iragic slage of politics in 
_ Corea, to the (Customs service of which country he 
had been detached by Sir Robert Hart. ‘Lhe 
_ late Mr. von Mollendorff's carcer in Corea was 
‘indeed a remarkuble one. He successively 
occupied the post of Chief of the Customs 
service, aud Prime Minister to the King (his 
present Imperial Majesty being then content 
with the kingly dignity); and it was in the 
latter capacity that Mr. von Mollendorff 
attended that memorable banquet of December 
. 4th, 1884, in the Royal Pa'ace at Seoul, 
which was brought to such a ghastly termina- 
fion by tho assassins hired . by the Dai 
‘Wan-kun, who invaded the Palace in the 
midst of the feasting and put most of the 
asiembled Ministers to the sword. On that 
terrible occasion Mr. von Molleudorff, though 
* wounded himself, succeeded in rescuing the 
Queen's kinsman, Prince Min Yon-yik, whom 
he carried out of the bloody banquetting-hall 
and conveyed toa ete safety. Shortly after- 
ward Mr. von Mollendorff returned. to China, 
receiving & high Customs appointment in 
“'Tigutsin, during his occupancy of which he 
was invited by Chang-yao, Futai of Shantung,

The Go- 
vérnment t-stified some years ago to the esteem 
in which the deceased gentleman was held in 
Peking, by creating him a Mandarin (Civil 
Rank) of the Fourth class. 

The late Mr. von Mollendorf€ was not only 
& distinguished Chinese scholar, but was equally 
familiar with many others of the languages of 
the Far East. Some years ago he worked out 


and published a Manchu grammar ; he was also | now encamped 


the author of several handbooks of Chinese in 
German, and his knowledge of Corean and 
Japanese was of a depth to which Westerners 
seldom attain. Mr. von Mollendorff, indeed, 
kept up his connection with and interest in 
Corea, in various ways, till the very last moment, 
and ever since that terrible binquet in 1884, al- 
ready alluded to, he remained the firm friend of 
the distinguished Corean exile whose life hesaved 
on that occasion, Prince Min Yon-yik. While 
holding offica’ in Shanghai, the late Mr. von 
Mollendortf was for a couple of years the dis- 
tinguished President of the China Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society. His attainments in 
philology were of a most profound nature, and 

is loss will be severely felt not only by scholars 
in China, but throughout the world. He leaves 
a widow and several very talented daughters, 
with whom the sincerest sympathy is felt, to 
mourn his loss.—Mereury. 


ABOLITION OF LOTTERIES IN 
SHANGHAI. 


——_____ 
The lottery nuisance may be considered to be 
finally abat:d, says the N.-C. Daily News. It 
was feared that there might be one or more of 
these institutions, claiming to be working under 
the authority of the provincial government, 
which the Mixed Court magistrate would be 
unwilling to interfere with. But our contempor- 
ary is glad te announcethat this fear was ground. 
less, and a notive has been posted in the Settle- 
ments, issued by the Mixed Court magistrate 
under date the 18th inst., in which no distine- 
tion is made, but ‘it ix clearly stated that “all 
persons dealing iu lotteries must discontinue 
the sale of tickets at once.” The following is 
a rough translation of the proclamation in 
question:— _ 

“Notice is hereby given that a dispatch has 
been received from H. E. Yuan Taotai stating 
that he has received a communication from the 
Senior Consul saying that owing to lotteries 
not being a proper kind of business the 
Consular Body hus requested the Municipal 
Council to withdraw the licenses issued to 
lottery dealers. The Council, having complied 
with this request, has now taken steps to 
probibit the continuation of the sale of all 
tickets in the Settlement. The Consuls have 
now decided that if any of their nationals be 
hereafter found infringing this order, they will 
be fined or punished, and they have requested 
H. E. to instruct the Mixed Court Magistrate 
to comply with their decision. Tho Taotuai will 
reply to the above communication, and in the 
meanwhile instructs the Magistrate te act in 
conformity with the decision of :the ‘Consular 
Body. “ in compliance with the above order this 
proclamation is issned and the public is hereby 
notified that all persons dealing in lotteries 
must discontinue the sale of tickets at once. 
Any one hereafter found acting contrarily to 
this order will be-dealt with without leniency. 
Let all obey this proclamation.” 

The N.-C. Daity News concludes by heartily 
congratulating the Council on the success of 
their: well-maintained efforts to rid-the Settle- 
ment of this-undoubted pest.
